Gillespie pointed out that the 
term of Ralph Emmons, Repub­ 
lican member of the commission, 
ex pires nex t August, and that the 
measure, if passed by both houses, 
would not become effective until 
J une as it does not carry 
an 
emergency clause. 
Governor May Appoint 
Thus, Governor 
Bricker 
could 
appoint a Republican to the com­ 
mission in J une and could name 
another Republican in August, or 
re-appoint Emmons. The term of 
Carl Smith, 
Kenton, 
Democrat 
member of the commission ends 
August 30, 19 41. 
Commissioners under the Gilles­ 
pie bill would serve six years 
at 
salaries of 34,000 a year. A secre­ 
tary would be appointed by the 
commission at $6,000 a year. 
The provision 
for a secretary 
was the compromise feature. A bill 
on which the committee held sev­ 
eral hearings would have set up 
a civil setvice administrator and 
abolished the present commission. 
It finally was shoved aside. 
Governor Bricker w’as opposed 
to such a drastic bill and 
his 
unwillingness to favor an admin­ 
istrator kept the proposal tied up 
for more than a month.

Gillespie pointed out th at the 
term of Ralph Emmons, Repub­ 
lican member of the commission, 
expires next August, and that the 
measure, if passed by both houses, 
would not become effective until 
June as it does not carry 
an 
emergency clause. 
Governor May Appoint 
Thus, Governor 
Bricker 
could 
appoint a Republican to the com­ 
mission in June and could name 
another Republican in August, or 
re-appoint Emmons. The term of 
Carl Smith, 
Kenton, 
Democrat 
member of the commission ends 
A ugust 30, 1941. 
Commissioners under the Gilles­ 
pie bill would serve six years 
at 
salaries of |4,000 a year. A secre­ 
tary would be appointed by the 
commission at $6,000 a year. 
The provision 
for a secretary 
was the compromise feature. A bill 
on which the committee held sev­ 
eral hearings would have set up 
a civil service adm inistrator and 
abolished the present commission.

Defenses Break 
The eye, ho wever, as we say, is 
co nstantly expo sed to irritatio n and 
infectio n, and so o ner o r later, in all 
o f us, the defenses break do wn and 
it succumbs. There is hardly any 
human being who has no t o nce had 
a case o f pinkeye, o r at least irrita­ 
tio n o f the lids with so me little gum­ 
my secretio n in the mo rning. 
When these mino r irritatio ns o c­ 
cur, it is then time to use the bo ric 
acid — a saturate so lutio n — either 
dro pped in the eye with a medicine 
dro pper o r used in an eye cup. The 
eye cup sho uld be nearly filled with 
the so lutio n. 
Lean o ver at yo ur 
washstand, press the eye firmly into 
the eye-cup, then thro w the head 
back/and with the eye-cup held part­ 
ly by suctio n, o pen and shut vhe eye­ 
lids rapidly fo ur o r five times until 
the eyeball is co mpletely cleansed. 
The bo ric acid sho uld cause no pain 
o r disco mfo rt, but o n the co ntrary 
sho uld be so o thing. 
Treating Infectio ns 
Infectio ns alo ng the lids, co nsist­ 
ing o f small hair fo llicle infectio ns, 
hardly big eno ugh to be called styes, 
are anno ying and sho uld be treated 


with a ten per cent so lutio n o f alco ­ 
ho l gently brushed o ver the edge o f 
the lid with a camel’s hair brush. An 
o ld, reliable remedy fo r this is o int­ 
ment o f the yello w o xide o f mercury, 
standard strength. Many o culists, 
ho wever, think this o ld remedy is in­ 
effective and prefer o intment o f zinc 
sulphate. 
In co njunctivitis, which is the 
stylish name fo r pinkeye, fo r an 
acute fo rm, the latest, advice is that 
we can save six to eight days o f dis­ 
co mfo rt by using o ne-half per cent 
so lutio n o f zinc sulphate. Bo ric acid 
is to o weak in these cases and argy- 
ro l, a favo rite remedy, in the so lu­ 
tio n o f ten per cent has co mpara­ 
tively little effect in cases o f acute 
co njunctivitis. 
Methylene blue in 
very co ncentrated so lutio n is effec­ 
tive, but sho uld be used o nly by an 
expert o culist.

Daily Eye W ash Is Not Necessary 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


TH E EYE needs no treatm ent to 
keep it healthy if it is already 
healthy. I mean that a daily eye 
wash is unnecessary. The eye washes 
itself, with n constant flow of a neu­ 
tral lubricating fluid secreted by the 
lachrym al, or tear, glands. 
The 
fluid is slightly antiseptic and pre­ 
vents the growth of germ s under 
ordinary circum stances. It washes 
out or dissolves all sorts of dust and 
foreign m atter which naturally gets 
into the eyes on account of their 
constant exposure to the air. 
To put drops in the eyes at night 
or in the m orning, or to use an eye 
cup to wash them when there is

probably weakens the defenses. 
Defenses Break 
The eye, however, as we say, is 
constantly exposed to irritation and 
infection, anti sooner or later, in all 
of us, the defenses break down and 
it succumbs. There is hardly any 
human being who has not once had 
a case of pinkeye, or at least irrita ­ 
tion of the lids with some little gum ­ 
my secretion in the morning. 
When these m inor irritations oc­ 
cur, it is then time to use the boric 
acid — a saturate solution — either 
dropped in the eye with a medicine 
dropper or used in an eye cup. The 
eye cup should be nearly filled with 
the solution. 
Lean over a t your 
w ashstand, press the eye firmly into 
the eye-cup, then throw the head 
hack, and with the eye-cup held p a rt­ 
ly by suction, open and shut i.he eye­ 
lids rapidly four or five times until 
the eyeball is completely cleansed. 
The boric acid should cause no pain 
or discom fort, but on the contrary 
should be soothing. 
T reating Infections 
Infections along the lids, consist­ 
ing of small hair follicle infections, 
hardly big enough to be called styes, 
are annoying and should be treated 


with a ten per cent solution of alco­ 
hol gently brushed over the edge of 
the lid with a camel’s hair brush. An 
old, reliable remedy for this is oint­ 
ment of the yellow oxide of m ercury, 
standard strength. Many oculists, 
however, think this old remedy is in­ 
effective and prefer ointm ent of zinc 
sulphate. 
In conjunctivitis, which is the 
stylish name for pinkeye, for an 
acute form, the latest advice is th a t 
we can save six to eight days of dis­ 
comfort by using one-half per cent 
solution of zinc sulphate. Boric acid , 
is too weak in these cases and argy­ 
l l , a favorite remedy, in the solu­ 
tion of ten per cent has com para­ 
tively little effect in cases of acute 
conjunctivitis. 
M ethylene blue in 
very concentrated solution is effec­ 
tive, but should be used only by an 
expert oculist.

Conservation League, Wednesday , 
at the New American Hotel coffee 
shop. 
For more than an hour follow­ 
ing the luncheon, Dean Voigt talk­ 
ed informally drawing from her 
experience of more than 25 y ears 
in administrative work with y oung 
people. 
Having been 
asked to 
speak on the 
subject, 
“ Radical 
Trends in Colleges of Today ", she 
immediately asked to digress from 
the topic, say ing then and at other 
times in her splendid talk, that the 
trend of radicalism is only a ges- 
ture of y outh try ing to throw it­ 
self about to gain attention, now 
that the morals question has be­ 
come rather threadbare from con­ 
stant handling for the la st ten to 
twenty y ears. 
She gave, from her intimate con­ 
tact with 
all 
problems of the 
y oung, a talk which impressed the 
group with her competent prepara­ 
tion for her position. 
This, com­ 
bined with her solid commonsense 
views and ability to think things 
over rather than use snap judg­ 
ment, has enabled her to gain a 
real understanding of the y outh of 
today and their problems, which 
•he stated are far from those of 
25 y ears ago. 
Dean Voigt said that she has 
had to change her ideas on many 
things during her y ears of work, 
that the old measure of right or 
wrong has disappeared as regards 
the y outh of today . Where things 
formerly were in balance and eas­ 
ily decided as to questions of con­ 
duct, now social usage has made 
many things 
permissable which 
were taboo in former y ears. 
She 
advised all to take time to think 
things over 
before 
judging the 
y oung, say ing that they have not 
the same simple problems to solve 
that confronted the 
y outh of the 
last quarter century . 
She thinks 
that y oung people of today have 
a hard time and that the next gen­ 
eration will have a harder. 
Dean Voigt stated that the y outh 
of today lives in the present. They 
are better informed than in any 
previous period, in knowledge of 
life, world affairs, 
and 
govern­ 
ments and how they are obtaining 
their ends. 
She 
mentioned that 
she has attended y outh conferenc­ 
es all over the country even some 
which claimed to have “ red" tend­ 
encies. 
She said that in these con­ 
ferences all ty pes of y outh were 
represented. In this connection she 
•aid that we will do more as ma­ 
ture, stable citizens, If we under­ 
stand what is going on and can 
steady down our y oung people. She 
urged that we let them hear and 
know all that is taking place in 
the world. 
She 
told 
how 
they 
pleaded for Peace and Democracy 
for their children in the various 
conferences. 
With y outh in com­ 
petition with old age, we need a 
balance and a fairness for them. 
She said that their greatest strug­ 
gle is against fixed ideas. 
Her greatest concern was over 
how far society would go before 
it would be able to steele the y outh 
for the temptations they must face 
In conclusion she 
said 
that the 
greatest protection 
for 
y outh 
came 
with 
added 
y ears, ideas 
changing and new thoughts com­ 
ing, as the real problems of fam­ 
ily life arrive.

Conservation League, Wednesday, 
at the New American Hotel coffee 
shop. 
For more than an hour follow­ 
ing the luncheon, Dean Voigt talk­ 
ed informally drawing from her 
experience of more than 25 years 
in administrative work with young 
people. 
Having been 
asked to 
speak on the 
subject, 
“Radical 
Trends in Colleges of Today", she 
Immediately asked to digress from 
the topic, Baying then and at other 
times in her splendid talk, that the 
trend of radicalism is only a ges- 
ture of youth trying to throw it­ 
self about to gain attention, now 
that the morals question has be­ 
come rather threadbare from con­ 
stant handling for the last ten to 
twenty years. 
She gave, from her intimate con 
tact with all problems of the 
young, a talk which impressed the 
group with her competent prepara­ 
tion for her position. This, com­ 
bined with her solid commonsense 
views and ability to think things 
over rather than use snap judg­ 
ment, has enabled her to gain 
real understanding of the youth of 
today and their problems, which 
she stated are far from those of 
25 years ago. 
Dean Voigt said that she has 
had to change her ideas on many 
things during her years of work 
that the old measure of right or 
wrong has disappeared aa regards 
the youth of today. Where things 
formerly were in balance and eas­ 
ily decided as to questions of con­ 
duct, now social usage has made 
many things 
permissable which 
were taboo in former years. 
She 
advised all to take time to think 
things over 
before 
judging the 
young, saying that they have not 
the same simple problems to solve 
that confronted the youth of the 
last quarter century. 
She thinks 
that young people of today have 
a hard time and that the next gen­ 
eration will have a harder. 
Dean Voigt stated that the youth 
of today lives in the present. They 
are better informed than in any 
previous period, in knowledge of 
life, world affairs, 
and 
govern­ 
ments and how they are obtaining 
their ends. 
She 
mentioned that 
she has attended youth conferenc­ 
es all over the country even some 
which claimed to have “red" tend­ 
encies 
She said that in these con­ 
ferences all types of youth were 
represented. In this connection she 
•aid that we will do more as ma­ 
ture, stable citizens, if we under­ 
stand what is going on and can 
steady down our young people.
